It is the most disastrous flood the city 


has ever experienced, and §200,000 is the 
estimated loss to property here. 


Principal losers are: Cocbeco Manufac- 


turing company, 575,000; Bracewell block, 
?50,000; F. H. Foss, stationery, $5,000; 
Misses Flynn, milliners, $5,000; Robert 
Bros., shoes, $10,000; Drew & Boomer, 
photographers, Mayor Naaon's law office, 
W. H. Robert's law office, $10,000; city 
bridges, ?35,000; Converse & Hammond, 
lumber dealers, $10,000; Sawyer Woolen 
company, $10,000. 


Today the city has resumed its normal 


condition. The great excitement which 
prevailed yesterday over the flood has 
subsided. The hum of industry is how- 
ever temporarily silenced. The citizens 
turned out in large numbers to view the 
wreck and rain of the flood caused by the 
Cocheco river's overflowing. 


It is impossible to estimate closely the 


money loss but it will aggregate consider- 
ably more than f 200,000.

The Resolution Passed. 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 2.—4 o'clock. The 


house passed the Cuban resolutions by a 
vote of 263 to 16. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The Spanish 


government has promptly apologized for 
the insults to the American flag and tbo 
American consulate committed during the 
past few hours, 


A cablegram from Minister Taylor at 


Madrid received last evening and dated 
yesterday states that the Spanish minis- 
ter of state promptly expressed to him 
deep regret for the discourtesy offered to 
the American flag and American consu- 
late. 


He offers complete reparation and prom- 


ises that measures will be taken to 
thoroughly protect the United States 
legation. 


This prompt action was unsolicited and 


tends greatly to relieve the situation. 


The cable from Minister Taylor to Secre- 


tary Olney read as follows: "The minis- 
ter of state has just called to express his 
deep regret that the mob insulted the 
Barcelona United States consulate, break- 
the windows. He offered complete repa- 
ration. He informed me that it was the 
government's own notion to take every 
precaution to guard the legation and my 
residence-. I have asked no protection." 


It is perhaps in part owing to these 


official advices that the excitement in 
Spain and the action of the United States 
senate, leading up to the insult to the 
United States consulate at Barcelona fails 
to find a corresponding reflex at Wash- 
ington. At least, official, circles almost 
everywhere have a general feeling that 
the affair is not one which necessarily 
leads to hostilities. 


Advices in the Imparial today say too 


Cuban insurgents in New York are pre- 
paring to issue a loan of $100,01)0,000 of 
which a portion will be offered, according 
to these advices to American senators and 
representatives on condition that they ob- 
tain recognition of the rebels. The Inv 
parial 
and Ellibrate 
continue ;their 


attacks. The Imparial says the United 
States wants to attack Spain, because she 
believes her weak, adding "That is cow- 
ardice." 


The Midrid Herald siys that the presi- 


dent of the republic of Ecuador has asked 
the queen regent of Spain to grant inde- 
pendence to Cuba. 


Dispatches from Havana say the news 


papers in that city are unanimous in con- 
demning the action of the United States 
senate, adding that the "Bandits cannot 
be belligerents." lieneral Weyler advises 
the inhabitants to be prudent. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The Spanish 


insults to the American flag and the 
American consulate at Barcelona, Spain, 
has had its influence in Washington. 


As a result the Cuban resolution was 


brought up in the house today, although 
it was not expected to be reached before 
Tuesday or Wednesday when the execu- 
tive, legislative and judicial bills had been 
disposed of. 


The interest felt was shown today by 


the galleries in the house being packed 
by an unexpected crowd to hear what 
might corce up regarding Cuba and 
Spain. 
' 


Chairman Hitt of the house of foreign 


affairs committee, after a conference with 
Speaker Reed decided to call up the 
Cuban resolution without delay, and it 
wasdono at 1.45 o'clock this afternoon. 
* Mr. Hitt did not offer the last resolution 
reported pledging the support of congress 
to any action the president might take. 


The house was eager to come to a deci- 


sion in this grave matter and refused to 
extend the debate even to 6 o'clock, but 
allowed thirtyMive minutes a side for dis- 
cussion. Mr. Hitt then opened with a 
ten-minute speech. 


Messrs Hitt, 
Sulzer, McCreary and 


Adams of Pennsylvania strongly and earn- 
estly advocated the resolutions. 


Mr. Tucker, who controlled the time of 


the opposition, yielded to Mr. Turner,who 
said that there were no facts presented to 
the committee to support the resolutions. 


In the senate also tne feeling against 


Spain was apparent. Senator Call offered 
a resolution requesting the president to 
demand of the Spanish government a 
statement with the charges against an 
editor tortured while confined in a Cuban 
dungeon. This was referred to the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs. 


The senate passed the bill to increase 


the navy by 1000 enlisled men, calling out 
the home militia and to charter troops for 
ships in case of emergency. 


PARIS, March 2.—Considerable attention 


is attracted to the Cuban situation, which 
for the present has the lead in political 
and editorial comment and us a subject of 
discussion in the clubs and other places 
where military men and politicians gather 
daily. 


The Figaro, commenting upon the 


Cuban action of the United States senate 
says: "The senate vote resulting from the 
violent attitude of General Weyler can 
hardly be excused. The recall of Mar- 
shall Martinez De Campos was a double 
error, externally and internally, inasmuch 
as the coming e1 actions may bring sur- 
prises. The Journal blames the United 
States senate in these words: "Palliating 
the outrage of insurgents and condemning 
the repressive measures of General Wey- 
ler is wrong. Europe one day will have 
to unite against this method of applying 
the Monroe doctrine." The Libre Harole 
expresses the opinion that "The interven- 
tion of the United States at every turn is 
as ridiculous as it is aggravating. Spain 
which compelled Bismarck to recede will 
not retreat before Sherman, the slayer of 
Colorado Indians." 


Already Spain's credit is affected in the 


world's stock markets. London exchange 
today reports Spanish securities dull and 
a point lower.

I consider things in a process of deteriora- 
tion, gradually becoming wor.se and 
worse. Persons who were sober under 
tho former system now drink, those who 
very seldom drank formerly now arc BO 
tempted as to give up entirely to indul- 
gence. Workmen upend their time and 
money at saloons and are unfit to work 
when their services are desired, and tlms 
are suffering lost. I can see 110 good from 
license whatever. I think it has made no 
difference in the conduct of the students; 
have seen or hoard nothing to give me 
concern for them."

On the subject, especially in regard to the 
students of Williams college: 


"The students of Williams college that 


might be inclined to indulgeucf in intoxi- 
cating drink have had too line a sense of 
honor to frequent saloons in their college 
town which they so 
much revere.

be exceptions, yet 
I 


think license here has caused no increase 
of indulgence by students. I do not favor 
license. While trying to look at the tem- 
perance question as I would look at other 
questions, with calmness and reason, I see 
only a downward course that the town 
will surely travel if the license policy is 
continued. Sentiment, that has made 
Williamstown so unlike other towns, and 
has caused us honest pride, will surely 
weaken and in time will entirely change. 
Those now opposed to license will likely 
favor it later. If a saloon should then be 
established, and if the people were made 
to believe it was more respectable than 
the others; if it was more elegantly fur- 
nished and iu a better locality students 
might then patronize it. 


"A f,tr<mg sentiment toward tbe right 


has an upward tendency and is the only 
safe path to trend. 


"ticunse is a. positive injury to the citi- 


zens of the town. There is more drunk- 
enness than formerly. 
Many of good 


habits up to this license period have, now 
fallen victims to the habit of inttnipor- 
anee. Those formerly occasionally drink- 
ing a little, never being a aonrve of fvrief 
to friends or relatives, now give them- 
selves up to indulgence and suffer remorio 
for their conduct. Money is spent lor 
liquor that hah lieen goinsr to the family. 


"Of course, there will be drinking of 


liquor under any f-ynteui. This license 
system, however, hits made possible such 
conduct as wntt never Imown under no li- 
cense. I know of otiscs that have hap- 
pened near my lioune that are totally un- 
lik» anything experienced before. Work- 
men become careless aboul, their work 
ami are discharged. I can see no financial 
gain to the town I'roin license."

be no gain to I he town. 
Thi- wealthier 


class of people tlo not patronixe the sa- 
loons, neither do the Kt.mic.nls. It is the 
po.-nnen with families, workmen, and 
many farmers. 
These all spend-time anil 


money, and the drain from the town of 
the earnings of the people in very great. 
The town will he obliged to help many 
who, if temperate, would require no as- 
sistance. 1 know of individual case.s of 
men, 
perhaps Intemperate years ago, who 


have been temperate in recent years, lint 
who lately have been seen completely 
helpless. There are many that may have 
occasionally in past year.s taken a glass 
now and then, that now give entirely 
away to indulgence. 1 can see no ultimate 
good in license."

What ICdgar Noel, proprietor of a sa- 


loon at. the foot of North street, when 
ahkfcd as to the profiits-of the bitsiucss, 
said to a TRANSCRIPT reporter: 


We have not by any means made the, 


uionoy that people claim. We have just 
made a living. It is the first triil of Jicuif-c 
lor nineteen years. Jt takes time to build 
up the business. Wo hnrl large expenses 
to fit up, etc., and to pay the heavy liccn.se 
fee. 
Wo are quite satisfied with the 


patronage received. If license is carried 
another year we shall make more money. 
No one knows who gets the licenses at 
another time. 


We have kept an orderly place. Rest- 


dents near by have not been annoyed by 
noise or objectionable conduct of any 
kind. We never wanted any toughs or 
fighters around. Some of that nature 
may have occasionally got into our place, 
and possibly some misconduct by intoxi- 
cated men has been known on the streets, 
but we have exerted ourselves to prevent 
anything of that kind. 


"There has been very much less drunk- 


enness under license. The town has re- 
ceived much money in license fees. Just 


as much money would be spent under no- 
license, the only difference being that 
North Adams would get all the money 
that Williamstown is now receiving. It's 
all nonsense, Ihc talk of many, that men 
are drinking more now. I think license 
is the best thing for the town." 


Chnrlra Oilfll,

of Moody & Odcll, proprietors of the 
Commercial hotel, said when questioned 
as to profits: 


"We have only made a fair living. The 


great expense of opening, fixtures, license 
fee and other incidentals of a new busi- 
ness, all tend to restrict the profits for a 
time. We are quite satisfied, though, and 
if we should be able lo get a license next 
year we could make a little money. It is 
uncertain how matters, will go. License 
is the best thins for our town. There is 
much less drunkenness in town than for- 
merly, and a great reduction in the num- 
ber of arrests tor drunkenness over former 
years. This shows that license is the best 
system." 


We have heard of loss improper conduct 


in public during this license period than 
ever before." 


Here are calm sLUt-munls tioni thead- 


vocatua of each system, and both sides 
have a right to their opinions. The no- 
license supporters nil agree that tho li- 
cense money received is a delusion and 
menace, anil is no benefit, even from a 
financial standpoint, that there is more 
drinking now and more misconduct in 
public, that the moral tone is b.id and 
that persons thi; least able of any of our 
citizens are impoverishing their families. 


Those that, favor license say that as loiiji 


as men will drink it is better for them to 
get a little often near itt home, and no 
especial harm result:). If you make it very 
difficult for them t'.i obtain liquor they 
will make beasts of themselves when they 
do get Ihe opportunity to clrink. Ills 
better for men to stay at home. The 
money is kept at home, the toun gels the 
license money and no one is poorer or 
worse off in any w,iy. 11' we should have 
no-license next year men will go to North 
Adams, get drunk and then conic home 
drunk, to the great annoyance of the 
ladies abroad, and the electric cats will be 
a nuisance. 


But, taking men's opinions as they come, 


it must be confessed that there is a strong 
leaning toward license. We must also 
give the proprietors credit for their evi- 
dent desire to keep their saloons strictly 
up to t he law.
